In the perplexing question of Reconstruction 
we see no reason to amend the policy which we 
have asserted since the close of the war. It then 
seemed to us that Emancipation of the Black 
should be followed by Suffrage for the Black.— 
We did not see the wisdom of a-system of pro¬ 
miscuous confiscation and hanging. We had loo 
much blood in war to ask for blootl in peace, even 
to gratify angry vengeance. It seemed important 
that the South should concede Suffrage, and that 
the North should concede Vmnesty. home of 
our fiientls disapproved of this; but Congress- 
has followed our advice. Amnesty has been ap¬ 
proved by Congress—to a greater extent than we 
claimed in the Tribune. Wc have heldthat the 
men nho starved captives in rebel dungeons, 
who murdered surrendered prisoners, who vio¬ 
lated the rules of War. and aided the assassina¬ 
tion of Pre.-ident Lincoln, should be tried and 
punished. Congress and the Administration 
have agreed that no punishment should be in¬ 
flicted even upon men who are charged with 
i these crimes, and the only measure loosing like 
punishment is the amendment of disfranchise¬ 
ment from holding office, which is merely a senti¬ 
mental and not a prac>ical penalty. On the oth¬ 
er hand, the passage of the Civil Rights Bill, the

The charities of the State are commended, 
together with the board- of State charities who | 
have reformed many of the old abuses which 
had grown up with these institutions. 1 he 
education of our deaf mutes at home is re¬ 
commended instead of sending them to Hart¬ 
ford as now. The savings banks have in¬ 
creased their deposits from sixty to sixty-sev¬ 
en millions, and the Governor asks for more 
liberal legislation in iegard to them, and also 
for life insurance companies. He suggests 
new measures for collecting the taxes on cor¬ 
porations, and a restoration of fish to the Con¬ 
necticut and Merrimac rivers, lie also de¬ 
sires that the State agent for soldiers at Wash¬ 
ington be continued, and that the State board j 
of agriculture and the agricultural college 
should become united. 

The Governor recommends that Massachu¬ 
setts send a model of one of her'sehool houses 
to the great Faris exhibition. Private indi¬ 
viduals are interested in this enterprise, and 
an appropriation of $3500 is suggested to aid 
them. 

The Hoosac Tunnel is considered, at length, 
and the Governor wonts the work hurried 
through. Nearly four millions has been ex¬ 
pended on this enterprise, and it is thought 
that about as much more will finish it in from 
eight to twelve years. It is advised that the 
work be let out to private parties instead of 
being carried on in the way it has been by the 
State. 

On national matters the Governor takes the 
popular view in regard to the constitutional 
amendment, and advocates universal suffrage. 
If the South will not accept the amendment 
he would have the general Government take 
the matter in hand and reorganize the States 
on the broad principles of justice and equality. 

Many portions of the address are eloquent, 
and the whole is written with an ability w hich 
few Governors possess. Its length preclude*

There are manufactories in some of our 
Western cities where the carcaaaes of defunct 
porkers, picked up from the streets or pens 
where they have died, are put into large boil¬ 
ers, whole, and by a process of. steaming, all 
the grease that is in them is expHled. This 
grease, after going through ot her proces ses, is 
put up and sold for steam refined lard, or by 
a little knack of flavoring not known to kitch¬ 
en cooks, is converted into butter, yellow as 
gold. This butter fl sold to chfeap boarding 
and eating houses, and to many families, and 
works its way down the throats of people on 
warm buckwheats and biscuit. The lard is 
sent all over the country to shorten pies n«d 
fry our doughnuts. We do not know as any¬ 
body was ever injured by eating these diseased 
articles, but the knowledge that they are in 
the market ought to influence people in mak¬ 
ing their purchases. 

Late investigations have shown that the 
mills drug our flour to make it weigh heavier, 
that beef packers put down unwholesome 
beef, that much of the coffee we drink is made 
from poor beans or peas, and in fact almost 
everything that can be burnt or ground ; that 
our teas are poisonously adulterated, our 
sugars sanded, and our liquors manufactured 
from strychnine and other poisonous drugs. 
Yet, without proper investigation, we eat our 
steam-refined lard, buy clayed flour, eat horse 
beef, drink poisoned tea and coffee, Ailing our 
bodies with disease, and furnishing business 
for the doctor and undertaker. These evils 
will never be remedied until people are con¬ 
verted to honesty, or inspectors are appointed 
to look after the manufacturers. We arrest a 
man who poisons another to get him out of the 
way, but these manufacturers knowingly poi¬ 
son thousands of people withont being called 
to an account,

The New Novelist.—T he New York Com¬ 
mercial Advertiser thus refers to au important 
and interesting literary event: 

In this century of magazines, new authors are- 
more and more likely to make their first bow to- 
the public in a periodical than a book. If the- 
new writer's “serial” has attracted attention it 
is re-issued as a book, and if the writer should 
then prefer, lie or she can afterwards easily find 
a publisher without the “serial” preliminary. 
Sometimes this first appearance is by several, 
short productions instead of one long one. Hen¬ 
ry Ward Beecher, for instance, is at present vig¬ 
orously at work upon his first book. It is true- 
tlial several volumes have been issued with his 
name upon their title pages ; but all these have 
been compilations of paragraphs, newspaper ar¬ 
ticles, sermons or lectures.

attracted a great deal of attention. Indeed,, 
those two papers alone placed her at once among, 
our writers of real life romance. 

A real new novel is a literary epoch. We ear¬ 
nestly hope “Waiting fur the \ erdict” will be 
such an one. The first few chapters—which we- 
have seen in advance of publication—show plain¬ 
ly that the writer is devoting to this book the 
best of her thought, her knowledge of life, and 
her beliefs about humanity. It is, moreover, the 
first novel by an author of real power, in which 
the war or its principles become constituent 
forces. Unless the succeeding portions of tho 
work fall below its beginning, it will apparently 
typify the new relations and condition of the 
races of men in the United States during and. 
since the Rebellion, with as much force, breadth,, 
intensity and truth as “Uncle Tom’sCabin” gave 
to the picture of things as they were before the- 
war. Indeed, if the story fulfills its promise,. 
The Galaxy will deserve fortnightly thanks for- 
some time to come from the reading people of 
the country. 

Mrs. Davis is at present residing in Philadel¬ 
phia, but is, we believe, a unlive of Wheeling. 
Her career in print has not been very long, but 
thcie is good reasons for believing that she will 
hold high rank among the remarkable array of 
powerful female writers of English romance of 
the present age. 


Too Ln to ! 

When the mother of the young French 
prince appealed to the populace to receive him 
as a substitute for the fleeing king, the crowd 
shouted, “It is too late !” So when President 
Johnson comes around and wishes to be re¬ 
ceived into the confidence of the loyal people 
of the country, by adopting the policy sub¬ 
stantially passed by Congress, the people 
declare, “It is too late !” Confidence in Mr. 
Johnson is gone, and he can never again be 
trusted. The new proposition of the Presi¬ 
dent and the Southern leaders sets forth that, 
inasmuch as the rebellious States have refused 
to ratjfy the Constitutional Amendment sub¬ 
mitted to them, but manifest a willingness to 
permit equal suffrage within their borders, 
another Constitutional Amendment should be 
offered to their Legislatures for ratification. 

I 

The amendments proposed declare:—First, j 
that the Union under the Constitution shall be 
perpetual; second, the public debt to be held, 
sacred, and no State t» pay any debt con¬ 
tracted in aid of insurrection or rebellina-; 
third, all persons born or naturalized iu the 
United States are citizens ef the United States 
and the States in which they reside, and enti¬ 
tled to all the immunities of the citizens of the 
several States, and. to the equal protection of 
the lows r fourth, when any State shall refuse 
suffrage to any portion of its population, on 
account of race or color, then the persons so 
excluded shall not be counted in the basis of 
representation ; fifth, the property qualifica¬ 
tion not to exceed $250 in any State, and the 
educational qualification shall not require more 
than sufficient education to enable.one to read 
the Constitution of the United States in the 
English language. 

We have already evidence that the South is 
not honest in offering to accept these terms. 
The Richmond Enquirer, in alluding to the 
second section, which declares forever void 
the rebel debt, says : —“ The terms of the sec¬ 
ond section do not* embrace the Confp<L»»“»- 
debt, and would not bind our faith, as the 
Confederacy wa6 neither an insurrection nor it 
rebellion.” So, if the proposed amendment 
should he adopted, they intend to slip out of 
all its provisions in the same sneaking way. 
If any justification were needed for the adop¬ 
tion of stringent measures against the South,

We are glad while the Crosby House 
Lottery and other public gambling schemes 
are exercising a most debauching influence 
upon public and private morals, to know that 
there is one powerful organisation, and one 
entire class of people, who not only do not 
mingle in such mad and vitiating enterprises, 
but who, as opposite in principle and antag- 
onistic In practice, must be regarded as the 
legitimate bulwark of society against such 
dangerous and fatal facts Bnd tendencies. I 
refer to Christians and the Christian Church. 
This organization, as comprising such char¬ 
acters, having renounced the world and its 
principles, and having adopted, practically,
